Iimproper diet or tainted milk set up acut 
indigestion, and ‘*‘ the mouth, being part of the 
alimentary tract, and the teeth and gums part 


of the mouth, they share in the general disturb 
ance caused by indigestible and irritant matter in 
the intestine. 

Dr. Guthrie goes a step further and explains 
the prevalence of pneumonia and meningitis im 
neglected ceases 

I. Gastro-intestinal disturbance, as evidenced 
by vomiting and diarrhea, causes inflamed and 
swollen gums, associated with fever and sup 
pression oO! saliva 

Il. Inflamed and swollen gums without the 
action of the antiseptic saliva speedily cause a 
s ‘ptic mouth, and microbes find a r ady entrance 
with the result that a septic pneumonia or menin 
gitis supervenes 

Hence it follows that complaints of painful 
dentition should be first proved by an examina 
tion of the gums, which are not painful unless 
dry, swollen, inflamed, and tender to touch, but 
may be irritable and cause fretfulness unless 
something is provided to bite upon, and secondly 
investigated to determine whether there is not a 
‘concurrent disturbance of the lower part of the 
alimentary canal 

Dr. Guthrie therefore looks upon preventive 
treatment as most important It must consist 
in scrupulous attention to form and mode of 


preparation ot diet’’, and also in that of ‘‘ oral 
hygiene.’ ‘*That which entereth the mouth 
defileth, and a teething baby puts everything 
therein which is possible of insertion There 


fore all articles allowed, such as rubber rings 
doll s heads spoons, @C., should aL washed before 
LISé Nurses should never taste the child’s botth 
as a preliminary proceeding to the meal at 
least not through the teat—and ‘‘ every baby 
should possess its own pocket handkerchief and 
badger-hair gum-brush.’”’ 

When the gums are tender and inflamed Dr 
Guthrie has them ‘‘ brushed with a solution of 
ten grains of chlorate of potash to one ounce of 
glycerine ol borax.’’ In this case it should be 
remembered to brush them well with clean, boiled 
water before feeding, and again after a meal
